The new free trade alliance is 
composed of Britain, Sweden, 
Denmark, Norway, Switzerland, 
Austria and Portugal. It is formed 
out of an economic necessity to 
counter the already functioning 
European Economic Community 
or Common Market, established 
some years ago by West Ger-

New Alliance 


The new alliance insists it is 
not formed to compete with the 
Common Market, but to provide 
broad economic cooperation in 
western Europe. 


If it is indeed designed to co- 
operate, it will be helpful. But 
few believe it is. The Common 
Market is not now in a mood to 
work with it. Great Britain, 
greatly worried by tbe initial 
success and the great potential 
of the Common Market, was, with 
Sweden, a leader in the formation 
of the new group. It almost cer- 
tainly -will develop into a self- 
serving bloc, as the Common 
"Market already is doing. 


A talk with commerce officials 
in Washington and an economist 
of repute produces tlie somewhat 
ominous conclusion that if the two 
trade blocs do in fact become 
self-serving, the damage to this 
country will be great. Unemploy- 
ment almost surely would in- 
crease and certain industries, al- 
ready feeling the pinch of Euro- 
pean competition, would be griev- 
ously hurt. 


In recent years, since European 
industrial recovery, western Eu- 
rope has bought about one-fourth 
of all this country’s exported 
goods. This had an annual value 
of more than $4 billion. It has 
been. and is, our largest regional 
market. 


The rise of two trading blocs, 
offering common markets and 
free trade between the member 
nations, will drastically reduce 
U.S. exports to the whole of west- 
ern Europe. 


Trade Blocks 


‘Economists gravely point out 
that the two trade blocs are fully 
capable of a very substantial de- 
gree of self-sufficiency. This ca- 
pacity would be greatly augment- 
ed by a joint, coordinated course. 
The Common Market, for ex- 
ample, would have vast French 
outlets in Africa for finished 
goods. Africa is a rich source of 
raw materials, including iron, 
aluminum ores, and uranium, to 
mention but three. The newer 
group of seven nations would 
have, through Great Britain, a 
tie with all the British common- 
wealth members as markets and 
suppliers of materials for manu- 
facture. 


What causes our trade experts 
to fret the more about the possi- 
bilities is that the suggestion by 
Sweden for such an organization, 
was avidly accepted. In a matter 
of a day or so they had agreed 
on a cut of 20 per cent in all 
tariffs to be effective by July, 1960.

A streamlined, super budgeting 
agency to help the governor keep 
the state’s fiscal operations clip- 
ping along at a smooth pace won 
sanction Friday from Gov. Van- 
diver’s Economy and Reorgan- 
ization Commission. 

Considered a major historical 
development in the state’s finan- 
cial affairs, the commission’s rec- 
ommendations call for establish- 


ing a specialized professional bud- 
get staff in the executive depart- 
ment and reactivation and en- 
largement of the State Finance 
Commission. The Finance Com- 
mission is made up of the gov- 
ernor and key legislators. 


Gov. Vandiver said he plans to 
put into effect immediately by 
executive order those recommen- 
dations which can be implemented 
without immediate legislative ac- 
tion. Presumably, the governor 
will ask the General Assembly in 
January to pass all the recom- 
mendations into law. 


The commission Friday also ap- 
proved a preliminary report of 
its activities drafted by its staff 
director, Dr. M. W. H. Collins. 
A preliminary report by July 1, 
and a final report by December 
31 are required by the law which 
created the commission. 


The preliminary report listed 
the recommendations for budget- 
tary improvements, adopted Fri- 
day, as the commission’s only 
completed project, but detailed a 
lengthy list of projects and studies 
the commission is undertaking.

The high court will adjourn

WASHINGTON — Senate and 
House conferees agreed Friday on 
legislation to prevent the govern- 
ment from losing $3,000,000,000 of 


‘revenues during the next fiscal 
_year from corporation and excise 


taxes. 


The conferees rejected or dras- 
tically modified major tax-revision 
amendments voted by the Senate. 

The eliminated a Senate amend- 
ment that would have repealed the 
main part of the special tax relief 
now allowed to stockholders on 


‘income from dividends. 


They also deleted an amend- 
ment that would have increased 
by about $142,000,000 a year the 
matching funds for public assist- 
ance to the needy, aged, blind, 
disabled and dependent children. 


They compromised a Senate pro- 
posal to kill the 10 per cent tax 
on travel. They agreed that 5 per 
cent of this levy expire on June 
30, 1960. The effect would be to 
remove half of the tax, bringing 
in about $125,000,000 a year, from 
its permanent status and subject 
it to annual reexamination. 


The Senate-proposed repeal of 
the 10 per cent communications 
tax, under the conference agree- 
ment, likewise would not become 
effective until June 30, 1960. Then 
it would be applicable only to 
local telephone service. This would 
leave the present taxes on long- 
distance phone calls, telegrams 
and other communications as they 
are. But the local phone service 
repeal, if permitted to stand next 
year, would cause the Treasury

Long Wins Liberty

COVINGTON, La. (UPI)—Gov. Earl K. Long used 
his executive powers Friday to force his release from 
a mental hospital but voluntarily put himself-under the 
care of a psychiatrist and medical specialists. 


The way Long got out of the — _ 


Southeastern Louisiana (mental) 


Hospital was to fire the state di- 


rector of hospitals and director 
of the mental hospital and fill 
their positions with men who don’t 
consider him insane. 


But, anyone who actually knew 
what was to come next wasn’t 
talking. 


Gov. Long left Covington Friday 
night for his home in Winnfield, 
La. He was accompanied by a 
private psychiatrist. 


RAPID, SURPRISING 


The actual sequence that pro- 
vided freedom for Gov. Long 
came rapidly and as a surprise. 
It started with an emergency 
meeting of the Louisiana Hospital 
Board in the schoolhouse where 
hundreds of Louisianans had gath- 
ered to watch the governor fight 
his legal battle for freedom by 
habeas corpus. 


Seven members of the 14-mem- 
bers of the hospital board, plus 
two proxies, gathered with the 
governor. Rapidly, with board 
recommendation, Long fired Jesse 
Bankston, state hospitals director, 
and Dr. Charles Belcher, acting 
superintendent of Southeast Hospi- 
tal. 


In their places, Gov. Long ap- 
pointed Charles Rosenblum, a 
board member, and Dr. L. H. Mc- 
Lendon, a Long friend.

Jim Cherry Calls for the Modernization 
Of Present U.S. Educational Operation 


Decatur—Ralph McGill's col- 
umn June 13 expressed in an 
excellent way the feeling I have 
had for many years about an 
extended school program. 

Under the present operation 
there is not only the tremendous 


waste of capital investment in 
school buildings and equipment 
through disuse, but as he pointed 
out, there is the terrific waste of 
teachers’ time and of the days 
and months and years of pupils’ 
time. 


There is an increasing amount 
of technical and related knowl- 
edge to be taught. At the same 
time there is need for more pro- 
duction to feed the steadily aging 
population with an _ increasing 
number of people of a nonpro- 
ductive status and to provide the 
goods and services for a rising 
standard of living. It is my con- 
tention that with the increasing 
life span we may expect a still 
greater proportion of people to 
become nonproductive, creating 
a heavier burden for the produc- 
tive age group. 

To offset this additional burden 
every possible way must be ex- 
plored to extend the working 
span of the productive age grou 
and the efficiency level of 
individual. worker. There is suffi- 
cient evidence available to sup- 
port a speed-up and an enrich- 
ment of the present educational 
program and each day and 
month and year saved in the edu- 
cational process would add to the 
productive age span. 

I am happy to say that in 
DeKalb County under the policies 
of the Board of Education it is 
now possible for a high school 
pupil to meet all educational 
qualifications for college by the 
end of the llth year. Pupils re- 
maining through the 12th year 
should receive college credit for 
the 12th year and should be able 
to graduate from a liberal arts 
college in three years. This is not 
a theory, for it has been demon- 
strated that it is entirely sound 
and practical. 

By using the extended school 
program for the summer months 
the program could not only be 
enriched horizontally, but the 
vertical schedule would be fur- 
ther shortened. 

It is possible in DeKalb County 
during the summer months for a 
pupil to schedule any course 
which is available during the 
regular school term. Each sum- 
mer more and more pupils are

A friend of mine has made the observation 
that many Christians are more likely to sing 
with enthusiasm, ‘Take my silver and my gold, : 
not a mite would I withhold,” than to sing, “Take my life and let it 


be consecrated, Lord, to Thee.” What my friend means is that we are 
quite willing to give money to support the church, but that We are 
less willing to give our time and strength. 


Money is important in the ac- 
complishment of any worthwhile 
task. “Money talks!" But money 
doesn't always talk loud enough. 
Sometimes it is less trouble to 
give 10 dollars than to give 10 
minutes of time. 


We are living in a time when 
most people have some money. 
Not enough, to be sure, but 
enough to meet reasonable ex- 
penses and to have a little left 
over. Often it is easier to give a 
little money than to give anything 
else. 


Think of this next time you are 
asked to contribute your time and 
talents to some worthy cause. 
Perhaps you will catch yourself 
saying, “Well, I don’t have time 
to help you, but I certainly want 
to make a_ contribution of 
money.” 

God wants us to dedicate a por- 
tion of the money we have to the 
far-flung work of His Kingdom. 
Money builds churches, supplies 
leadership, pays passage for our 
missionaries to go to distant ports 
as our representatives. But God 
wants more than our money. He 
wants our time, our energies and 
our personal efforts in His work. 

Every man’s talents and abili- 
ties vary, but I’ve never known a 
person who did not have some- 
thing that he could contribute to 
God’s Kingdom, Often such a con-

tribution is worth far more than 
dollars and cents. 

What have you to offer? Did 
God give you a voice that is capa- 
ble of singing His praises and of 
inspiring other people in their 
worship? Maybe your most val- 
uable contribution may be made 
by singing in a church choir. 

Do you have “a way with chil- 
dren?”’ Do you love small chil- 
dren and are you able to hold

Often we speak of the tithe, a 
particular proportion of our 
money which is dedicated to God.

Chinese Aggression 


Alerts the Indians 


WASHINGTON—The rape of Tibet by Chi- 
nese Communists is continuing to stir Indian 
public opinion to its depths. Morally aroused od 
intellectual leaders of India are not pleading with others to act; they 


are pleading with their own government. They say: ‘The world looks 
to India for a lead and India must not fail."” They say: ‘“‘The Prime 
Minister (Nehru) will never do a shoddy deal and pass off subju- 


gation as autonomy.” 

The latest evidence of how Red 
China’s aggression is affecting In- 
dian opinion is the convention re- 
cently held in Calcutta attended 
by some 1,700 delegates from all 
parts of the nation who sought 
three things: 

To mobilize Afro-Asian opinion 
on “‘the- Tibetan tragedy.” 

To find ways to get Red China's 
violation of Tibet’s autonomy be- 
fore the United Nations. 

To create a commission of neu- 
tral nations “‘to investigate viola- 
tion of human rights by the Chi- 
nese Communists in Tibet.” 

This will not free Tibet from the 
Communist invaders. But it will 
help to free the other peoples of 
Asia and Africa from _ wishful 
thinking about Chinese Commu- 
nists. 

One thing is clear already. In- 
dia and most of the other Afro- 
Asian nations are going to be far 
more wary of Chinse communism 
than before. There are three rea- 
sons: 

1. Red China’s attack on Tibet 
was a bald violation of the ‘‘Prin- 
ciples of Peace’’ which the Asian 
nations signed at Bandung, which 
Premier Nehru helped to frame 
and proclaim as a strong assur-

This is Asian im- 
perialism and Asian colonialism 
on the march. The Asian and Afri- 
can people can now see it starkly 
and menacingly. 

It is all to the good that these 
Indian leaders are now intent 
upon creating ‘‘a powerful world 
opinion against Chinese aggres- 
sion and for Tibetan  inde- 
pendence.”’
